Windsor knows secret ingredient

have to go on record as saying that some 

of the best times I had going to university 

were spent in pubs rather than in classes, 
particularly when I was editing the 
Gateway student newspaper. 

You've heard of coffee-house culture. 
Well we were practising pub culture, 
denizens of many happy evenings spent in 
energetic conversation bonding over pitch- 
ers of draft at various campus-area drink- 
ing establishments. 

Visiting the Windsor Bar & Grill (11712 - 
87 Ave. — right across the street from 
Lister Hall and kitty-corner from the 
Jubilee Auditorium) earlier this week gave 
me a pleasant flashback for those more 
leisurely days and those large group con- 
fabs we used to have. 

It’s a comfortable establishment, featur- 
ing a large semi-open room fronted by a big 
bay of windows facing its patio, slate-tile 
floors and sturdy wooden tables and old- 


fashioned wooden chairs (all the better to 
pile together if you’re in a large group). The 
Windsor Bar & Grill has already earned a 
solid reputation for its live bands and danc- 
ing on the weekend and the eclectic music 
featured during the week. 

Owner Peter Bell knows quite a bit about 
what elements are needed to create a suc- 
cessful pub. He was the man behind 
Mickey Finns when it opened and has been 
involved in numerous other bars and pubs 
in his decade as a publican. His secret: an 
understanding of the importance of atmos- 
phere to a successful restaurant/pub. 

Bell likes to see large groups of students 
or business people hanging out in his estab- 
lishment and works hard to program 
accordingly with a good selection of sand- 
wiches, burgers and pastas for lunch, and 
the finger-food and pizza that’s so popular 
in the evenings, alongside the healthy 
selection of draft beers and spirits. 

My companion and | visited rather late, 


so chef Brandon Lepine whipped us up a 
finger-food platter for two and one of the 
Windsor’s signature pizzas — a 12-inch 
mushroom and pepperoni pie. 

{ have to say, the platter’ was pleasantly 
hearty without being excessive and makes 
for good sharing and not a bad deal at 
$9.95. The platter comes with: dried ribs, 
ginger beef, onion rings, spring rolls, 
nachos, chicken fingers, and jalapeno pop- 
pers. 

I have to praise the Windsor kitchen for 
the uniformity of the food and the overall 
freshness and quality — it's always a treat 
when. you find a place that takes its finger- 
food seriously. My two favorite offerings 
had to be the spring rolls and the poppers. 
The rolls come in both vegetarian and meat 
varieties and were wonderfully light, crispy 
and tasty while the poppers were plump, 
juicy delights, little jalapeno peppers 
stuffed with Jack cheese before being bat- 
tered and fried. Both dishes had enough 


kick to be fun but not so much as to be 
overpowering. 

The dried ribs and the chicken fingers 
were also admirably tasty. The ribs were 
lean and crisp and the chicken was as light- 
ly battered as the poppers and was a really 
nice piece of chicken. 

And as for the pizza, I can certainly see 
why Bell is so proud of this dish. It has real 
personality and one of those offerings that 
you would never tire of eating, even if you 
were a regular at the establishment. 

The pizza at the Windsor features a 
crispy 30 per cent whole-wheat crust — 
very finger-friendly and not at all heavy — 
and the toppings and sauce were wonder- 
fully spicy. Certainly one of the top pizzas 
I've had in a while and certainly an offering 
that would bring me back to the Windsor 
Bar & Grill in the future (particularly on 
their $6 Pizza Mondays). Bell told us he’s 
going to start home delivery of his delight- 
ful pies within the month.

H ere’s the truth about why Alberta Liberals continue to

fail so miserably in Alberta: the Tories stole the 
Liberal economic agenda.

Te stolen computer programs Mark and his friends have 





collected would probably retail for close to $1 million. 

The software is stashed at an Internet site maintained 
by Mark and his colleagues, who illegally acquire, trade and 
sell computer software. Their FTP (file transfer protocol) site has a 21-page catalogue of 
bootlegged games and software and there's plenty of incoming hot programs yet to be 
sorted. When you consider that Mark knows of half a dozen other pirates in Edmonton 
— “without even looking for them,” — the scope of software piracy becomes eye-pop- 
ping. When you take into account that there are thousands of such operators around the 
world, it becomes clear that piracy costs big business billions each year. 

And Canadians are among the biggest offenders in the world when it comes to soft- 
ware piracy. In 1996, according to a survey conducted for the Business Software 
Alliance, an international association that fights piracy, 42 per cent of software sold in 
Canada was illegally copied after purchase. Last year things improved, with our piracy 
rate dropping to 39 per cent — a $294 million (U.S.) loss to the industry. Canucks beat 
out American in terms of ripping off software — the 1997 piracy rate in the U.S. is 27 per 
cent. Worldwide, the problem amounts to an $11.4-billion loss to the software industry. 

Last year, a survey conducted for the Canadian Alliance Against Software Theft (a 
Canadian affiliate of BSA) revealed that Canadians rate stealing a chocolate bar, putting 
false information on a résumé and taking office supplies from work as more serious 
offences than copying software. Among those surveyed, 43 per cent said there’s nothing 
wrong with bootlegging software. 

In true hacker spirit, Mark and his shipmates insist their so-called “warez” are distrib- 
uted in the name of fairness and equal access for all. Take that pricey Auto Cad drafting 
program. Its $1,100 price tag prevents many people from learning to use up-to-date tech- 
nology. By selling copies of the program for, say, $40 to cover his time and pay equip- 
ment costs, Mark believes he is helping both individuals and computer hardware and 
software companies. 

“Think of the guy who wants to go to school to learn to use this kind of program but he 
can’t quit his job, because his job is everything,” Mark explains. “He can’t afford to go to 
school and get a computer and buy software. Those people — they become the have- 
nots. But if he sinks $1,200 or $1,400 into a computer and gets some bootleg stuff, he can 
learn to use it.” 

Mark feels pirated software provides the same promotional punch for computer com- 
panies that radio airplay brings a record company. People will try out the pirated pro- 
grams and businesses will buy retail programs for computer-literate employees. 

“And it’s good for hardware (computer sales) too,” he says. “People use these pro- 
grams and they have to go out and buy bigger computers to run them.” 

That sounds like bullshit to software companies that are seeing billions of dollars 
bleed off the bottom line. 

But what can be done to stop piracy? Cpl. Peter Mclellan, who investigates technologi- 
cal crime in the RCMP's commercial crime division in Edmonton, says it’s almost impos- 
sible to bust pirates like Mark. Just getting a search warrant would be difficult and it 
would be tough to prove that the pirate had been paid for his warez — pirates don’t give 
out receipts. If someone were arrested for piracy, a representative from the software 
company would be required to identify the software during a trial. 

“For a $300 product, we aren't gonna spend $5,000 to get someone up here (to testify) 
and the guy (the pirate) gets a $50 fine.” 

Police don’t spend their time surfing the Net looking for pirates, either. 

“We don’t want to move into a society of Big Brother. There is a perception here — but 
we don’t sit and listen to all of your telephone calls in case you threaten someone or con- 
spire to rob a bank. It’s not realistic to catch every speeder who runs down Highway 2 
either,” he says. 

But Kimberley Lauder, anti-piracy manager for Microsoft Canada and a spokesperson 
for CAAST, says her experience with law enforcement agencies has been quite different. 
Lauder said Microsoft trains police to identify pirated software. And she claims the 
RCMP do, in fact, surf the Net looking for pirates. 

“Are police trolling for pirates? Absolutely,” she says. “We have found law enforcement 
in Canada to be extremely proactive around copyright infringement on software.” 

Pirates are proactive too. Some unscrupulous computer stores sell software packages, 
which are supposed to be sold both on disc and installed on the computer, merely 





installed on a computer's hard drive. eae cone fens rams le ca a 


_ copy and sell it separately. 


Is your software real or bootlegged? In Canada, the piracy rate is 
h pushing 40 per cent, and there’s a good chance your warez are hot. 
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because their products may not be of the same quality that software companies offer; 
and their software may contain viruses. 

But Mark defends the quality of his wares — he says they are simply copies of the real 
thing, that there is no difference between the copy and the real thing. Mark comes by this 
free-access philosophy honestly. Three years ago, he didn’t even own a computer. Today, 
he earns $50,000 a year in the computer industry, 

“When I learned programming, I learned on bootlegs,” he says of his training. “But 
later, I went out and bought the programs.” 

He also bought instruction manuals at close to $200 a shot — that money goes to the 
software company whose program was bootlegged. 

Mark and his friends have never been interested in making money off bootleg soft- 
ware, anyway. Last year they sold copies of Microsoft Office for $60 a disc, to help pay 
the cost of a CD burner and other equipment. Piracy isn’t about money, he insists. 

“It’s the adventure.” 

And it’s easy. 

Mark and his friends run a warez warehouse of their own. More accurately, eed 
robots run the business. 

Deals are conducted on secret Internet Relay Channels (secret in that they don’t 
appear on IRC directories, which list sites offering everything from CollegeGirlFuckPics 
to lightweight piracy sites). But serious trade in bootlegged software is conducted by 
computer programs called InfoBots. The ’Bots are programmed to offer specific trades 
for specific programs. When two ’Bots with mutual interests meet, an exchange is made. 
So when Mark or his partners come home, they rattle the mouse and see what the "Bots 
dragged in. ' 

Sometimes there is no honor among pirates. The IRCs are subject to hostile takeovers. 
One pirate might lurk on the channel, then repeatedly “ping” each computer on the chan- 
nel with an electronic equivalent of sonar, bumping those computers off the site 
sort of jamming strategy. The attacker knocks everyone off the \

ttention Smalls fans: Corby

Even before that 
time they had already met and col- 
laborated with blues dobro player 
Doug Cox and are now returning 
to perform at the Sidetrack Café 
(10333 - 112 St.) on Thursday, July 
30 as an acoustic trio. 

The musicians met at the Kis- 
piox Folk Festival a couple of 
years ago, when Cox was perform- 
ing with his group Travels With 
Charley. At that time, they discov- 
ered a common love of roots 
music including blues, folk, coun- 
try and Gypsy jazz. Cox, Bartley 
and Clifford have since expanded 
into a trio and have recently 
released a CD, Highway 20. 

They will be near the end of a 
western Canadian tour by the time 
they hit our fair city, having com- 
pleted gigs at the Victoria Folk 
Festival, the Comox Valley Festi- 
val and the Calgary Folk Festival. 
Then the trio will head for 
Slovakia to perform at Dobrofest. 
They are the first Canadians to be 
invited to perform at this presti- 
gious event, which is an annual 
festival celebrating the birth place 
of John Dopreya, who invented the 
dobro, a type of resophonic guitar, 
in 1927 or 1928. The instrument 
was invented to provide natural 
amplification in its construction 
before the development of electric 
guitars, which were to come later 
in the 1930s and 40s. 

The selections on the album, 
which represent the styles and 
modes of music they will present 
in concert, goes from a Celtic hoe- 
down (Potato Famine) through a 
simple ballad juxtaposed on 
Johann Pachelbel’s most famous 
classical ‘hit,’ the Canon, (Some- 
time) to a somewhat vampy rendi- 
tion of Quincy Jones’ and Lionel 
Ritchie's Sister. 

In between and beyond, there 
are the title track, which evokes 
the musical journey of the trio, 
even going so far as to include 
slight traffic noise from the street 
outside the studio where they 
recorded; To Come Home To, a 
romantic lament by Bartley, which 
tells how she feels when she and

Pimm, Kirkwood and Nighswander played 
acoustic guitars on well-received songs like the Dead’s 
Friend of the Devil. Another hit song from this era was a 
beautiful version of Jackson Browne's These Days.

ith all the new clubs and 
Weer that are popping up 

these days and all the smaller, 
lesser known rooms to keep me 
out of trouble, it’s easy to neglect 
the older, larger edifices on our 
scene.

Oh, and staff assured me that 
any rumors of the club shutting 
down are entirely unfounded. So if 
you like to get the full flavor of 
club life through a healthy cross- 
section of its population, hit 
Discotheque 109. It’s all good.

An invitation to continue the 
work of colleague Campbell Smith 
in the Solomon Islands proved to 
be her most satisfying experience 
to date, combining her passion for 
theatre and interest in feminism. 

“T developed from scratch a 
woman's theatre group that toured 
the provinces,” she explained. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the 
population is illiterate. There’s no 
TV and only radios that don’t 
always work, so it’s very difficult 
to get information out to them. It’s 
an oral culture with wonderful 
dance and theatre performers.” 

Speaking with the universal lan- 
guage of movement and the wiz- 
ardry of theatre, her group was 
able to play an important public 
education role, giving audiences 
important health and environmen- 
tal information. 

“People would come from miles 
around, even in canoes. The magic 
was So strong, so real.” 

Her concept of community the- 
atre still remains rooted in rural 
Saskatchewan, leaving her dissat- 
isfied with the artist in the garret 
scenario, For Harris, inspiration 
comes from the world around her.

WE two guys hopping around

The laughter was copious all 
through the 80 digression-filled 
minutes that the boys bounded 
around on stage. The Flat is the 
live sitcom, a thinly predicated 
pretext for the comedians to ham 
it up, that the Canadians honed in 
front of Australian audiences and 
which they're about to take to the 
Edinburgh Fringe. They even tack 
on an anticlimactic lame joke at 
the end —just like a real sitcom! 

The setup is this: uptightgwee- 
nie North loses his girlfriend’ and

dog Rommel; they unwittingly kill 
a World Wildlife Fund canvasser 
dressed as a beaver with the same 
frying pans they used to paddle 
their own asses; Eric poses as the 
dear-departed dog and the near- 
sighted landlord rents him out for 
stud at a puppy farm. 

Comedy is not pretty. 

Ultimately it’s not about what 
happens, but how it happens. 
Amber, Darling and Flores excel at 
making light of just about every- 
thing, from the contrivances of the 
plot to self-destructing props to 
each other's attempts at humor. In 
this production, all the seams are 
showing — they even hurl abuse at 
the stage manager up in the con- 
trol room — and the bottom line is 
coaxing one more laugh out of the 
crowd. 

Some of the gags were far from 
original. Take Frenchie, the 
apoplectic Québécois postman 
shouting “Fuck yieu!” at everyone 
in sight; or the kerchiefed immi- 


grant woman whose only grasp of 


English is to repeat verbatim what 


had just been said to her; or the 
climactic scene in which Derek 
and Eric torture North with a dog 
ollar wired to shock animals into 


obedience, a nasty bit of physical 


comedy copped wholesale from a 
Cheers episode 

But it worked anyway. Like 
watching little kids at play, it was 


impossible not to get 
of the fun being had on 
And try not to laugh when 


there are around you 


a vicarious 
kick out

300 people 
busting a gut. 

That, perhaps, was the most 
gratifying aspect of the evening, to 
be in a room with so many people 
enjoying themselves and getting 
carried away by that collective guf- 
faw.

rtists. For some, the word conjures up images of 
Plerscaie eccentrics and loners diligently working 
in solitude, only emerging from seclusion to offer 
their creations to the world. 

On July 24, 25 and 26 this stereotype will be blown 
apart as artists converge on the streets of Old 
Strathcona for the third annual Art Walk. 
“Between the public and artists there is 
a gap, a distance. We want to get art 
on to the streets,” Tim Nolt, chair- 
person of WhAM Art Walk, said. 

This event differs from a 
gallery walk because the streets 
are exactly where the artists will 
be working. Nolt said this 
arrangement “facilitates interac- 
tion with the public. It makes art 
more dynamic as the public can see 
different art forms and techniques. The 
artist has the opportunity to meet the pub- 
lic, discuss the work and visa versa. Our credo is 
art in action.” 

WhAM is not anti-gallery. Nolt emphasized 
that what galleries do is important. However, 
an art gallery can be intimidating for a neo- 
phyte; the gap between artists and the pub- 
lic still exists. The Art Walk provides direct 
contact. Artists working on the streets, in a 
public arena, are a well-known attribute of 
Paris. WhAM’s slogan — “Experience the left 
bank of Edmonton” — is a tribute to 
this phenomenon. 

The Art Walk began three 
years ago when WhAM was 
sponsored by the Old 
Strathcona Business 
Association and the Old 
Strathcona Foundation to 
do murals. Owing to time 
constraints, the mural idea 
was nixed but the OSBA still 
wanted a project done. After further dis- 
cussion, the first aRt Walk was held.

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A bloody good read

he’s back! The Queen of Horror 
Qn and the mistress of the 
vampire novel returns with 
another tour de force oeuvre. 

Oh, you thought I was talking 
about Anne Rice? Well you’d be 
wrong. I’m writing about Chelsea 
Quinn Yarbro, who in my book (no 
pun intended) is the true Empress 
of the Undead. 

Yarbro is back with her brand 
new novel in a brand new series of 
vampire stories — Sisters of the 
Night: The Angry Angel — a book 
that may be her best offering yet. 

The author of some 50 best-sell- 
ers, Yarbro is best known for her 
Vampire Saint-Germain novels, a 
series of historical/adventure/- 
romance/horror stories that chron- 
icle the wide-flung adventures of 
the ancient and well-travelled vam- 
pire Ragoczy, the Count Saint-Ger- 
main. Ancient Rome, pre-revolu- 
tionary France, colonial Latin 
America, 15th century Florence, 
12th century China — Saint-Ger- 
main’s been everywhere and this 
creation of the wily pen of Yarbro 
has earned a well-deserved reputa- 
tion as one of horror literature’s 
most engaging characters. 

What has always attracted me to 
Yarbro’s work over the years is she 
understands the richness of the 
vampire archetype and can exploit 
the genre to the extreme. For 
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example, if nothing else, vampires 
live one heck of a long time and 
are, therefore, the ultimate time 
travellers and allow the intelligent 
writer like Yarbro an opportunity 
to contrast the richness of human 
civilization over the millennia. 

Yarbro at heart is a historical/- 
romance writer and has the ability 
to bring to life myriad eras and 
nations that the nomadic Saint- 
Germain calls home in stunning, 
painstaking detail. Not to mention, 
the romantic in her thrives with 
the various possibilities the genre 
offers her, including the dark eroti- 
cism of blood and death that the 
vampire archetype symbolizes and 
also the vampire’s post-modern- 
before-his-time role as the ultimate 
“other” — some call the ever-ratio- 
nal Saint-Germain the ultimate 
“new age vampire.” 

Perhaps the only writers in the 
genre who can touch Yarbro in the 
genre are Dan Simmons (Carrion 
Comfort, Children of the Night), 
Les Daniels (The Black Castle), 
Suzy McKee Charnas (The Vam- 
pire Tapestry) and Fred Saber- 
hagen (The Dracula Tapes, The 
Holmes-Dracula Files): all writ- 
ers known for their commitment 
to exhaustive research, exception- 
al storytelling (Simmons and 
Charnas being not only good. story- 
tellers, but also” rs adept at 
twisting the formvaround itself), lit- 


erary 
complexity and psychological 
veracity. 

In this newest series of books, 
Yarbro temporarily abandons the 
ever-popular Saint-Germain to 
mine the mythology of an even 
more famous vampire — Dracula 
(loosely based on Bram Stoker 
undead Count crossed with the 
patina of the historical Vlad the 
Impaler). 

Sisters of the Night: The Angry 
Angel is the first novel of a trilogy 
inspired by the Three Weird 
Sisters who appear in Stoker’s 
Dracula. In this first volume we 


follow the tribulations of a young 
girl, Kalene of Salonica, who has 
been “blessed” by visions that 
she believes come from the 
Militant Angels. Driven off their 
land by the Turks, Kalene and 
her family flee into the heart- 
land of the Balkans, first to 
medieval Sarajevo then to 
Belgrade, guided every step of 
the way by the ever-increasing 
more personal dictates of the 
Militant Angels. 

It doesn’t take a brain sur- 
geon to realize from the first 
pages of the book that the 
dark angel is a vampire and

will sooner than later appear in the 
undead flesh, most likely whisking 
Kalene off with him as well. 

What makes Sisters of the Night 
as delightful a read as any of 
Yarbro’s previous books is she has 
a masterly way of embroiling the 
reader in the flow of her story and 
its meticulous detail without losing 
sight of the larger narrative and 
themes that she so carefully 
weaves. For my money Yarbro is 
one of the undisputed masters of 
characterization and she’s unearth- 
ed for herself a real motherload of 
source material in the turmoil that 
was Europe in the Turk-ravaged 
16th century. 


Kalene’s decent into the most 
virulent stripe of vampirism is lov- 
ingly chronicled for the reader in 
the most emotionally and psycho- 
logically satisfying manner imagin- 
able.

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Zorro needs John Wed

ho better than Antonio Band- 
eras to play Zorro, I ask you? 
Already an established action 


hero (Desperado, Assassins), the 


popular Latino actor must be the 
best if not the only man for the 
role. Finally, the summer of 1998 
sees him don the mask. 

And the timing couldn't be bet- 
ter. Now that all those pesky aster- 
oids have been taken care of, it’s 
nice to see a movie in which the 
stakes aren’t quite so cosmic. Add 
a little history, some swashbuck- 
ling, and the unbelievably sexy 
Catherine Zeta-Jones and you've 
got yourself a hit, right? 

Not quite. 

I know, I know — how can you 
not love the Zorro? Believe me 
folks, I wanted to. Like I said, 
Banderas is tailor-made for the 
role and the movie had a romping 
trailer. Unfortunately, this one’s all 
trailer. 

It’s really hard to pinpoint where 
this one went awry, considering 
what it had to work with. Set in 
the volatile midst of 19th century 
California, the story has a power- 
ful historical springboard to 
launch from. The background 


~ plausibly ineludes elements of 
Mexico’s break from Spain, the 
Mexican-American war and the 


_ gold rush. As Zorro himself would 


say, “Not bad at all.” 

Plus there’s the added bonus of 
Banderas’ Zorro not being the only 
Zorro to speak of. His character is 
tutored in the w of the fox by 
Don Diego de la Vega (the always- 
intense Anthony Hopkins), or 
Zorro Sr. for short. That’s right: 
Two Tonys. Two Zorros. One 
chance to save the day. 

Nothing’s overtly wrong here 
Banderas is he Hopkins is 
wise. Zeta-Jones is beautiful. It’ 
fine . . . it’s just fine. And ther

Zorro is about as conventional as 
they get. With the exception of 
some erotic tango-ing and a pretty 
amazing horse chase, nothing rises 
above run of the mill, even in the 
way Zorro is supposed to shine.

Again, no problems in this 
department, but no brilliance 
either.

Without an 
attention to detail in line with 
modern action movies, the result is 
a mediocre film around what 
should have been Banderas’ signa- 
ture role.

here is a peculiar political phe-

Eyre’s new film Smoke Signals, 
starring Adam Beach and Evan 
Adams. This low budget ($1.7 mil- 
lion) first feature, which was writ- 
ten by a Canadian (Alexie Sher- 
man), directed by a Canadian 
(Eyre), populated by Canadians, 
right from the top (Beach and 
Adams) all the way down through 
the supporting roles of Gary 
Farmer (Lilies, Dead Man) and 
Tantoo Cardinal (Loyalties, Black 
Robe, Silent Tongue), has sudden- 
ly been commandeered by the 
American film community as their 
own project. 

The story centres around Victor 
Joseph (Beach), a young man liv- 
ing on the Coeur d’Alene Indian 
reservation in Idaho. It has been a 
decade since the night his father 
(Farmer) walked out of the house 
after his mother Arlene (Cardinal) 
realized their drinking and rowdi- 
ness was damaging their son. 
News arrives of his father’s death 
in Phoenix, Arizona and he tries 


not to care. But he needs closure 
and is spurred to action by 
Thomas Builds-the-fire (Evan 
Adams). Thomas is forever con- 
nected to Victor, because it was 
Victor's father who saved Thomas’ 
life as an infant when he was 
orphaned after his family’s house 
burned down. Together they travel 
together to Phoenix to collect the 
remains. On the way, they work 
their way through years of prefab- 
ricated ideas of friendship, father- 
hood ideals and their Indian self- 
image. Nothing is politically cor- 
rect here. This is no man’s land 
until they step up and claim it as 
their own. And Victor and Thomas 
do just that. 

Certainly, there is no question 
that funding for this gem of a film 
came from American backers in a 
Seattle multimedia firm after the 
idea was developed at Robert 
Redford’s Sundance Institute, 
which sponsors a program for 
fledgling Native American film- 
makers. But even the press materi- 
al for this film has quotes from the 
Canadian talent that flatly states 


they are American. In fact, all 
Canadian references have tidily 
disappeared. 

In the press kit, Adam Beach is 
quoted saying, “Chris Eyre has 
such an original vision and it’s an 
honor to work with both him and 
Alexie to make something that’s 
never been seen before. American 
Indian actors just don’t get enough 
opportunities like that.” When 
questioned on his nationality, 
Beach laughed, “They always say 
that. With any film done in Amer- 
ica, they’re always American act- 
ors, that’s how they do it.” 

But the truth is, Beach was born 
here, in Ashern, north of Winnipeg 
and he now lives in Ottawa with 
his wife and family. And he has no 
intention of moving to the U.S. 
Yes, Beach has appeared in Ameri- 
can films, notably his lead role in 
Squanto: A Warrior’s Tale, oppo- 
site Mandy Patinkin, but he also 
had the lead in Bruce McDonald’s 
Dance Me Outside, which won him 
Best Actor at the American Indian 
Film Festival.

Evan Adams is also Canadian, 
born on a Coast Salish reserve 
close to the town of Powell River 
and currently a medical student at 
the University of Calgary while 
also residing in Vancouver. His fil- 
mography includes Lost in the 
Barrens, Lost in the Barrens II: 
Curse of the Viking Grave and 
Toby MacTeague which entitles 
him to move south, but Vancouver 
is as close to L.A. as Adams wishes 
to be. 

“My people have been in the 
same place for 8,000 years. I have 
no desire to trade it.” 

So we have the tug-of-war bet- 
ween countries who want to lay 
claim to a film about a segment of 
society that for centuries.no one 
wanted any part of. Trust the film 
community to suddenly wake up 
and smell the sweetgrass. 

About time, too, Chris Eyre and 
Sherman Alexie are the Merchant/- 
Ivory of native film-makers. They 
have selected a universal theme 
and teamed it with unique casting 
and turned out a genuinely quali- 
fied film that you watch for its sin- 
cerity, not for its exotica. 

Good formula. And it’s one 
other film-makers have latched on 
to. A decade ago, this might not 
have flown, but recent efforts, 
such as Thom Fitzgerald’s father/- 
son film The Hanging Garden 
(which has homosexual characters 
in the cast but is not about being 
gay), and the upcoming father/son 
drama Such a Long Journey, by 
Sturla Gunnarsson (which is set in 
Bombay’s Parsi community, but is 
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not about Pars 
approach legs. 

“This theme of a son questing 
for his father has cultural reso- 
nance which is hardly restricted to 
North America’s indigenous peo- 
ples,” Eyre pointed out. But there 
are moments which are culturally 
specifi ively so. In one 
scene Victo d Thomas thrash 
out the meaning of being Indian in 
the 1990s. Victor teases Thomas 
about watching Dances with 
Wolves over and over again to 
learn how to be a real Indian. The 
point is reinforced a little further 
along with the sentiment that “The 
only thing more pathetic than 
Indians on TY is Indians watching 
Indians on TV.” Adams gets the 
credit for improvising this bon 
mot. 

Bul Alexie points out his own 
reality when growing up. “I was a 
20th century Indian, I was eating 
my Wheaties, my hot dogs and 
playing basketball and watching 
The Brady Bunch and Leave It to 
Beaver. So I wasn't anything like 
TV Indians. Also, I was participat- 
ing in ceremonies, not (taps hand 
over his mouth while chanting in

ceremonies that had nothing to do 
with what you saw on TV.” 

There ying that underlies 
the story that when Indians go 
away they never come back. 
Adams said, “The pressure is enor- 
mous. We have to leave in order to 
find work, to find our lives. And 
there is a certain amount of our 
mythology about people going on a 
journey and they come home 
again, so yes, can we come home 
again, can we find our homes 
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again? Can we find our fathers 
again even after they are gone?’ 

None of this is following the 
rules. But then, the rules were a 
mainstream conc ept in the first 
place. When asked what’s the dif 
ference between an Indian and a 

ative American, Alexie answered, 

Ind- 
ians are who we are; Native Ameri 
cans are who white people think 
we are.”
